ural hue—Indigo blue, to the exigencies of the case, being governed 
in depth to a great extent by the quality of the paper upon which it 
is printed. 

The 10 cent presents a handsome shade of dark green for one set on 
white and buff, and changes to bright and emerald green in the last im- 
pressions of this short-lived individual.
